Washington, April 15.—Reports of 
the dispatch of the fleet to Mexican 
waters were received in congress with 
genera! satisfaction. 
In the house, 
Representative 
Murdock 
of 
Kansas 
publicly proclaimed the news of Sec­ 
retary Daniels' order and there was a 
mild demonstration of approval. 
No public announcement was made 
In the senate, but the news quickly 
spread about the chamber and into 
committee rooms where senators were 
engaged in official business. 
The situ­ 
ation will occupy the attention of the 
senate foreign relations committee to­ 
day. 
Members of the house foreign af­ 
fairs committee manifested keen inter­ 
est in developments 
Representative 
Flood, chairman of the committee, con­ 
ferred with his colleagues about prep­ 
aration for any emergency that might 
arise. 
Beyond asserting that the situation 
seemed to be a serious one, Acting 
Chairman Shively of the senate foreign 
relations committee 
made 
no com­ 
ment. 
Many senators and representatives 
expressed 
themselves 
in 
sympathy 
with the action of the administration 
In ordering more ships to Tampico. 
Wilson 18 Determined. 
President 
Wilson 
was 
calm 
and 
serene all day. 
He took a long motor 
ride in the afternoon and remained in 
his study at night. 
Inquiries for fur­ 
ther information as to the future were 
pressed at the White House, but the 
president took the position that there 
was nothing further to announce or ex­ 
plain; that the American flag had been 
affronted, and that a demand for a 
salute in satisfaction had been made. 
Although he sincerely hoped 
the 
gravity of the situation would be re­ 
moved by satisfactory actiou on the 
part of the Huerta government, it 
was known that Mr. Wilson had con­ 
sidered all phases and possibilities and 
was prepared to meet them with a firm 
hand. 
May Oust O’Shaughnessy. 
Communication with Charge d’Af- 
faires O’Shaughnessy was almost con­ 
stant during the day, but no messages 
were given out. The American charge’s 
position in the Mexican capital was 
considered by many as particularly 
delicate. 
The possibility that Huerta might 
consider the sending of the fleet as an 
unduly 
aggressive 
act 
and 
give 
O'Shaughnessy his passports was dis­ 
cussed. 
Partisans Express Views. 
The Democrats generally were out­ 
spoken in their praise of the aggres­ 
sive attitude taken by the administra­ 
tion. 
Republicans and Progressives for the 
most part declined to com ment for 
publication. 
Senator Albert D. Fall, Republican 
of New Mexico, was deeply interested 
in the developments. 
“An attack on Tampico now, in view 
of the failure of Mr. Huerta to accede 
to our demands,” he said, “would be 
justification for Mr. Huerta to declare 
war himself on the United States. 
“I am speaking from the standpoint 
of international law. 
“However, the act of the president 
in enforcing his demand for a salute 
to the flag, no matter what the result 
might be, even to blowing Tampico 
into the harbor, would be held justifi­ 
able by every other nation. 
“I certainly have no criticism to 
make of President Wilson’s policy at 
this time.” 
Progressive for Action. 
Senator Poindexter, Progressive, of 
Washington, said: 
“I think it is about time we took 
some decisive action in regard to Mex­ 
ico. 
I hope we will back up our de­ 
mand for an apology. 
“I think Rear Admiral Mayo is right 
in saying that unless we do our ships 
might as well leave Mexican waters.” 
Senator N. P. Bryan, Democrat, of 
Florida and a member of the naval af­ 
fairs committee, said: 
“There is no other course for the 
president to take under international 
law and to preserve the nation’s honor 
but to demand satisfaction. 
We must 
maintain our position.”
